Ir any ono was sanguine enough to 
hope that the Afghan war would be 
finished by the mouth of September, he 
must have read Indian history to 


very little purpose. At all events the 
startling news communicated to the 
House of Commous by Lord Harting- 
tou of the disaster at Candahar must 
prove that the believer in an early 
peace was a dweller in a fool’s paradise, 
Long, costly, and bitter experience 
proves that the moment wo touch 
Afghauistan we set o stone rolling 
which it is terribly hard to stop, and 
which overwholms and crushes all 
before it in its descent. The chango of 
Ministry at Home has, we are por. 
suaded, had the effect of prolonging 
this contest. We have, in fact, neglected 
the late Mr. Lincolu’s inimitable but 
homely advice, aud we have “swopped 
horses while crossing a stream.” ‘Tho 
result is apparent, and we hope most 
sincerely that we shall uot havo 
to pay more heavily than wo have 
already dono for our blunder. ‘The 
ordinary Englishman forgets that we 
are placed now in a position which is 
altogether unprecedented. Wo aro 
not only Sighting barbarians in a wild 
and terrible country ; wo are fighting 
enemies whose chieftains, or at least 
whose advisers, are informed as to the 
chauges in English opinion, and just 
suiticieutly familiar with those changes 
tu be misled by them. Whon a Ministry 
goes out in England, the great Euro. 
pean Powers are pretty well aware that 
the despatches from the Foreign Office 
will not be very different from those 
issued from Downing Street before 
the change. A fresh noble lord’s signa- 
ture will be legible at the foot of the 
broad official foolseap instead of the 
title of the Earl or Marquis who 
swayed the foreign policy under the 
old régime, but uo very great or vital 
alterations will take place. England 
will talk and act, whether she be 
Whig or Tory, in very much the same 
way in Europe. She has, as every 
coutinental statesman kuows, a tradi- 
tional policy which is only slightly 
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modified by changes of Government. 
Bat a fact which long experience bas 
tanght the diplomatists of Paris and 
Berlin, of Viewna and St. Petersburg, is 
not known to the princes and feada. 
tories of India, They now know just 
enough about our changes of Govern- 
ment to be deceived by their informa- 
tion, ‘They hear rnmours that a stroug 
party addicted to conquest and ani- 
mated by vigorous designs of Imperial 
domination have ceased to rule, and 
that men who love peace and are 
concerned specially with domestic affairs 
aro now the goveruing body in Great 
Britain and the advisers of the Empress. 
They hear this, and this is all they 
know. The result is obvious, and none 
but a child would fail to anticipate 
the result. At ouce the terror of 
our arms is abated, and the uatives 
think they can defy us with impunity. 
We must be distinctly understood. It 
is not our intention to attribute to Lord 
Hartington or the better representatives 
of the great party he leads any uu- 
worthy policy now they are in office. 
They are perfectly well aware that they 
would not retain the confidence of the 
nation for a month if they adopted such 
a line as finds acceptance with Mr. 
Freeman and his following, and 
attompted in India the policy of con- 
cession, apology, and withdrawal, 
Therefore, in fact, Lord Ripon will act 
in the Afghan business exactly as Lord 
Lyttou would have acted, and this the 
natives will find out before long. At 
tho moment, however, they imagine 
that the statements made on the 
hnstings, which by this time have been 
flasued all over India and translated 
into every langunge of the Empire, 
mean what they appear to mean, 
viz, @ relingnishment of the decisive 
policy hitherto maintained. Mean 
time all we know is thet a great 
disaster has occurred. The ominous 
word “auuihilation” used of a brigade 
of English and native troops is euough 
to strike terror, and to make us dread 
the gravest results, We fear that a 
sorious blunder has been committed. 
As has been truly enough said by 
the Pines correspoudent, “that uureal 
phantom, a free, independent, and 
friendly State on the north-west fron- 
tier seoms again to have gut possession 
of the stage in England,” and this has 
effaced for the time more practical 
plans. It is perliips premature to 
pronounce very distinctly ou the frag- 
mentary evidence of a telegram, but 
the suggestions we have offered will, 
we are persuaded, go some way to 
account for the occurrence of a disaster 
which recalls the horrors of 1842.

We hear that very hot weather has been 
experienced in Peking, the thermometer 
registering over 100 degrees in the shade. 

‘The Athenceum says that M. Terrien de 
la Couperie, the Chinese archeologist, is 
examining the coins in the British Museum, 
with a view to preparing a catalogue of 
them. 

It is stated that the Russian Government 
intend to expend some £25,000 this year 
on military and topographical surveys in 
Contral Asia and along the frontiers of 
China. 

Count Bela Seéchényi, the Hungarian 
traveller, who has just returned to Europe 
after his unsuccessful attempt to reach 
Lhasa, the capital of Thibet, was expected 
to visit London when the last mail left. 

We notice that Colonel Gordon’s applica- 
tion to the Municipal Council to have the 
monument on the Bund repaired and 
painted has received the attention it 
deserved, and that the work is now being 
executed. 

A correspondent makes the sugge: 
that it is time foreigners took active 
measures towards providing for the wants 
of the wounded as soon as war is declared. 
‘This is indeed taking time by the forelock. 
‘The suggestion is no doubt worthy of a 
philanthropic mind, but we gravely doubt 
whether it will be acted upon. 

We have received news from the North 
that Colonel Gordon left Peking cither on 
the Sist ult. or the Ist inst., and that he 
only spent two days in the capital. He 
had arrived in Tientsin when the Fung- 
slo left on the 3rd inst., and it is said 
that it is his belief that the high authorities 
in Peking are drifting into serious com- 
plications, from which it will not be easy to 
extricate themselves, independent of the 
Russian difiiculty. Various rumours were 
current as to his probable movements, 


























and an impression prevailed in certain 
quarters that he had resigned his com- 
mission in the British army, Meanwhile 
he is the guest of HLE. Li Hung. 
chang. While in the capital it is alleged 
advances were held out to him by 
Prince Ch’un, whose antagonism to Li 
Hung-chang shows no abatement. An- 
other correspondents says it is hazard- 
ous to form an opinion from the little 
information obtainable as to the state of 
affairs in the capital, and he adds that wo 
may be all surprised some morning by 
finding that precisely the contrary to what 
in all appearances is likely to take place has 
actually oceurred.” One thing alone'seems 
certain, namely, that grave dissensions 
do exist among the principal statesmen , 
connected with the Chinese Government 
arising out of the Russian difficulty, and it 
remains to be seen whether these disson- 
sion will develope iuto differences of more 
serious consequence to China than war 
with a foreign Power, or whether the now 
estranged parties will each make conces- 
sions and arrive at a settlement without a 
resort to extreme measure, At present it 
would appear that the Chinese authorities 
in Peking are not disposed to act on tho 
advice of a peacemaker, and it is unlikely 
that Li Hung-chang will subordinate him- 
self to their wishes. 

Since the above was written we have 
ascertained, on the best authority, that the 
rumours which have been current as to the 
resignation of his commission by Colonel 
Gordon are unfounded. Colonel Gordon is 
simply carrying out the object with which 
he came to China of endeavouring to per- 
suade the Government of the inadvisability 
ofa war with Russia on the Kuldja question, 
Beyond the interest which he has always 
taken in China as the scene of his earliest 
military successes, he has, wo believe, no 
ulterior aim in view. 

There was a fairly good attendance at 
the seventh evening concert given by the 
Town Band on Wednesday night in the 
Public Garden, Thero was a strong cold 
wind blowing which doubtless prevented 
some people from being present. The Band 
was assisted by only three amateurs, but the 
selections were given much as usual. 

‘The members of the “Shanghai Lodge 
No. 4,” I.0.G.., gave a supper on Tuesday 
night toabout fifty seamen belongingtomen- 
of-war and merchant vessels in the harbour, 
at the Good Templar Hall in KiukiangRoad. 
The room was tastefully decorated with 
flags, &e., and after the good things had 
received ample justice, a number of songs, 
recitations, ete., were given during the 
evening. 

Our Chefoo correspondent writes’ that 
the U.S.S, Richmond and Ashuelot left that 
port on the 3rc inst. for Tientsin, with 
Mr. Angell, the new U.S. Minister, but 
that the Commissioners Messrs. Swift and 
Trescott were remaining there. 

We understand that the Hon. George F. 
Seward may be expected in Shanghai about 
the Sth of September, and that he will 
probably remain here for a few weeks in 
order to complete a work which he is 
writing on the migrations of the Chinese, 
a subject of interest aside from the bearing 
which it may have on the question of 
emigration to the United States. 
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Private letters were received here by the 
Jast American mail announcing the death of 
tho Rev. Justus Doolittle, which occurred 
on the 15th June at Clinton, N.Y. The 
deceased gentleman had beenin failing health 
for some time, and his death was not un- 
expected, He came to China in the year 
1850 under the auspices of the A.B.C.F.M. 
He was stationed at Foochow during the 
greater part of his residence in China, and 
was the author of “ Social Life among the 
Chinese,” a “Vocabulary and Handbook 
of the Chinese Language,” and numerous 
works in Chinese. 

‘A special meeting of subscribers to the 
Cathedral was held on Thursday at H.M.’s 
Consulate to consider an application from 
the Very Rev. Dean Butcher for leave of 
absence. At the annual general meeting of 
the subscribers tivo years ago, the Trustees 
were empowered to grant twelvemonths’ 
leave to the Dean, but ho did not avail 
himself of it; and it was at his request 
that the meeting of the subscribers was 
convened, though thore is little doubt 
that he was eutitled to leave without the 
question again being submitted to the 
subscribers, H.M.’s Consul, ©. F. R. 
Allen, Esq., presided; and there were 
present—Messrs. W. ©. Ward, W. H. 
Dalgleish, ‘T. W. Kingsmill, W. R. 
Carles, F. B. Forbes, F. W. Lemar- 
chand, J. Hart, C. Thorne, J. F. Hol- 
liday, H. R, Hearn, W. H. Tapp, R. 
E, Wainewright, W. V. Drummond, A. 
Hosie and Captain Bolton, It was decided 
with great unanimity to grant the Dean 
twelvemonths’ furlough on his full stipend, 
and it is expected that he will leave on his 
well-earned holiday, after sixteen years of 
unbroken service at the Cathedral, about 
the middle of September. At present wo 
believe it is his intention to be away 
six or eight months, and that ho intends 
to spend the winter at Cairo and after- 
wards visit England, During his absence 
arrangements have been made for Bishop 
Schereschewsky, Bishop Burdon, Rev. W. 
Boone, Rev. D. M. Bates, Rev. J. ©. 
Hoare of Ningpo, and others to conduct 
the services at the Cathedral. Ever ready 
to assist in the promotion of any good 
object, irrespective of sect or creed, 
the Dean will be sorely missed during 
his comparatively short holiday; and 
we feel sure that we are but echoing 
the sentiments of the entire community 
when we wish hin bon voyage, a pleasant 
sojourn among his now far-distant friends, 
and a recruitment of health which will 
tend in a large measure to remedy the ill 
effects of sixteen years’ residence on the 
muddy banks of the Whangpoo. 

In another column we publish tho result 
of the census taken by the Municipal 
Council on the 30th June last, and it 
well repays careful perusal. From the 
summary included in tho minutes of the 
Council, it appears that the foreign popula- 
tion of the Settlement North of the Yang- 
kking-pang now comprises 1,171 males, 502 
females, and 524 children, as against 1,086 
males, 296 females, and 291 children in 
1876, showing an increase of $5 males, 206 
females, and 233 children, or a total in- 
crease of 524, But when the present 
population is compared with that of 1870, 
it shows a decrease of 110 males, and an 








increase of 284 females and 357 children, 
which is an unmistakeable proof that homes 
aro rapidly being established in the Settle- 
ment, and that the reign of bachelordom, 
the great characteristic of the popula 
tion but a few years ago, is more than ever 
seriously imperilled. It has been evident for 
some time past that matters were drifting 
in this direction ; but now the figures given 
substantiate the fact in a remarkable degree. 
In the Settlement south of the Soochow 
Creok, or what is more commonly called 
the English Settlement, there reside 972 
foreigners—591 males, 197 females, and 
184 children ; as against 908 residents in 
1870—718 males, 109 females, and 81 
children. It will thus be seen that in ten 
years the foreign population of the English 
Sottlement has only increased 64 ; but what 
is more remarkable is that the number of 
males during the same time has decreased 
127, whereas there has beon an in- 
crease of 88 females and 103 children, As 
regards Hongkew, the total number of resi- 
dents is 1,002, composed of 472 males, 267 
females, and 263 children, as against 609 
in 1870, when it was composed of 448 
males, 92 females, and 69 children, ‘Thus 
in ten years the foreign population of 
Hongkew has increased by 24 males, 175 
females and 194 childron, that is, the 
fomales havo nearly trebled, and the chil- 
dren nearly quadrupled in number. In 
the Outside Roads there are now 57 males, 
34 fomales and 75 children, totalling 164, 
as against 52 in 1870, composed of 35 males, 
9 females and 8 children. The figures re- 
garding Pootung show that during the ten 
years the residents there have decreased 
nearlyone-hali, ‘The number in 1870 was45, 
whereas now they are put down at 27—19 
males, 4 females and 4 children. During 
tho same period there has beon a decroaso 
of 20 in the number of foreigners on tho 
opium-ships, the number now being 32, as 
against 52 in 1870, Another feature 
of the roturns is that no fewer than 23 
nationalities aro represented in the Sottle- 
ment. 

Tho long-pending caso of Charles E. 
Hill against Matthew Tyson Yates, as the 
agent for Elizabeth Adams Hill, came 
before O. N. Denny Esq., in the U.S. Con 
sular Court for the District of Shanghai, 
on Friday, ou a motion filed on behalf of 
the defendant to set aside the injunction 
granted on the 26th April 1879, under 
which the rents and profits accruing from 
certain property in the French Concession 
have been paid into the U.S. Consulate. 
Mr. R. E, Wainewright appeared for Mr. 
Hill, and Me, J. J. Henderson, instructed 
by Mz. Myburgh, appeared in support of 
the motion. ‘The caso was before the 
Court in September, 1879, and again in 
April last, when the facts were fully re- 
ported in our columus. It will be remem- 
bered that the injunction was granted on 
the application of Mr. Hill, and was con- 
sented to by Dr. Yates, but was subse- 
quently contested. In the meantime, the 
rents aud profits of the property have been 
paid into the U.S. Consulate, and a short 
time ago, $1,900 were paid to the plain- 
tiff. There now remains a sum of about 
$1,300 to be dealt with, and the amount 
is monthly increasing. Mr. Henderson, 








in support of tho motion, maintained 
that Dr. Yates was not the agent of 
‘Mrs. Hill, that the injunction was null 
and void on the ground that the pro- 
ceedings had not been in accordance with 
the due process of law, and he intimated that 
he had been instructed to appeal against the 
payment of the $1,900 to Mr. Hill, Mr. 
Wainewright contended that the property 
in question was not the separate property 
of Mrs. Hill, and asked for an adjourn 
ment in order to examine Mr. Hill, who 
he said was a material witness, and who 
had filed an affidavit stating that he had 
had to go to Tientsin and Peking on urgent 
and important business, but expected to 
return before the 12th inst, Mr. Hender- 
son objected to this course being adopted, 
and His Honour said that he would con- 
sider whether further evidence should be 
adduced or not. The argument was purely 
of a legal nature, and our report of the 
proceedings will be found in anothe 
column. 

On the 17th of July last, a letter was 
forwarded to the German Consulate-General 
by Q. N. Denny, Esq., United States 
Consul-General at Shanghai, which he 
had received from the mate of tho 
German barque Maric, who in it accused 
Captain Thomashewsky, the master of the 
vessel, of having tried to run the vessel 
ashore, because he thought she was 
unseaworthy, and went on to express 
the opinion that he still intended to do 
so. The writer said that he had hitherto 
prevented the captain from doing this, and 
had kept a separate log. The letter was dated 
the 16th of June. It was written from the 
Straits of Sunda, and directed to ‘The 
United States Consul-General, Shanghai.” 
‘Tho barque in question was bound from 
New York to China, and was to wait 
at Gutzlaff for orders from tho agents 
at Shanghai. Herr R. von Krencki, 
the Vice-Consul in charge, upon the 
receipt of the news that the ship had 
arrived at Gutzlaff, immediately procesded 
to her in the gunboat Wolf, accompanied 
the Secretary of the Consulate-General 
and a member of the firm who are agents 
for the ship. On being interrogated, the 
mate, whose name is Zippelius, was quite 
unable to substantiate his statements, 
which appeared to be groundless, His 
so-called “separate log” was found to 
be absolutely unintelligible. The con- 
clusion arrived at by Herr von Krencki and 
the officials with him was that the man’s 
mind was affected. The Vice-Consul allowed 
the ship to proceed to Tientsin, and has 
written to the German authorities thero 
about the matter. We are informed that 
the subject will there be thoroughly 
investigated. 

An inquest was held on Thursday at the 
Mortuary, Pootung, by H. S, Wilkinson, 
Esq., Coroner, aud a Jury consisting of 
Messrs. Peter Orme, J. Kennard Davis, 
and H. Dyer, to enquire into the cireum- 
stances attending the death of George 
MacAlpine, late second officer of the 
C.DLS.N. Co.’s steamer Fuyew, whose 
body was found in the river early in the 
morning floating between the C.N. Co.’s 
steamer Hankow and the French Bund. 
principal witness was William 
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Kennedy, third engineer of the Hankow, 
with whom the deceased passed the pre- 
vious evening. He said that the deceased 
‘came on board the Hankow about eight 
o'clock and remained there till about half 
past eleven, when witness, seeing that he 
‘was the worse for liquor, started with him 
to go down to the Fuyew. Ou the way, 
deceased insisted on going to the Nucleus 
Hotel for another drink, and when he came 
out, declined to proceed to his own 
steamer, and wituess returned with him 
to the Hankow. He seemed sleepy when 
he got there, and lay down on Kennedy's 
bed. Kennedy woke him up about ten 
minutes to two, and told him to go to his 
ship, or he would lose his passage, as she 
was to leave at five o'clock. ‘The witness 
once more went ashore with him, put him in 
ajinriksha, and paid the coolie twenty cents, 
givitig him instructions as to where he was 
to take his passenger. About half an hour 
later the witness heard a sound of a 
man falling in the water, but did not see 
anything of the deceased when he went 
down on the lower deck to see if there 
were anything to be seen of him. Dr. 
Johnson, the captain and chief oficer of 
the Fuyeuw, the first and second officers and 
two quartermasters of the Hankow, River 
Police ofticials and others were examined, 
whose evidence in full will appear to- 
morrow. After an enquiry lasting about 
three hours the Jury returned a verdict to 
the effect that the deccased was found 
Arowned, but that there was uo evidence 
to show how he had fallen into the water. 

At the Mixed Court yesterday three men 
were brought up charged with having stolen 
in April. last silver bangles, gold rings, 
hair-pins and other jewellry to the value of 
$600, from a pawnshop at Pootung, together 
with $475 in money from the same place. 
A box containing some articles of jewellry, 
and $200 were found in the possession of 
the prisoners. It appeared that the pawn- 
shop from which the valuables were 
abstracted stands beside a creek, The 
principal man concerned in the robbery 
made arrangements with an employé in the 
establishment, who was to pack the various 
articles up in bundles aud bring them to 
the edge of the creek. A rope was then to 
be thrown across the creek and the bundles 
pulled over with it. Presumably after one 
or more of the packages had been 
landed, the rope broke, and the package 
at the end fell into the water, where it 
remained for two or three days. A China- 
man was hired to recoyer the property, and 
received $10 and two'silver bangles for his 
trouble. He was not satisfied with this 
compensation, and gave information which 
led to the arrest of the prisoners brought 
before the Court, who were remanded for 
the arrest of the principal offender. 

From the report of the Fokien, Captain 
Abbott, we (China Mail) learn that on the 
night of the 20th July two severe shocks 
of earthquake were felt in Tamsui, each 
lasting about eighty seconds. No damage 











was done, although great alarm was mani | 


fvsted among the natives.

and nothing more was heard of her until 
news was received on the 3ist that she 
had arrived at Yokohama. She simply 
went on to Japan without calling at Hong- 
kong, the bulk of her cargo being consigned 
for that country. 

‘The German steamer Feronia left Shang- 
hai for London last December, and after the 
termination of the voyage was chartered 
by the Hamburg and West Indian Steam- 
ship Company, making a voyage to the 
West Indies and back. After a thorough 
overhaul, she left Hamburg for Shanghai, 
arriving here on the 3rd inst. after a voyage 
from Hamburg of 52 days, including all 
stoppages. She leaves on Sunday next 
for London, vii Foochow, and will take 
Homea number of men from the German 
gunboats Cyelop and Wolf. 

A very graceful compliment, says the 
China Mail, was paid to Captain Hamlin, 
of the steamer Conguest, by the gentry 
and leading inhabitants of Kiung Chow 
‘on his last trip to that port. It appears 
that on the last voyage from Hongkong 
to Kiung Chow, one of the native pas- 
sengers died, and Captain Hamlin and his 
officers took what steps were in their 
power to preserve the body, and handed 
it over to the relatives for interment. Just 
before feaving on the return trip, a few 
of the leading inhabitants waited on Capt. 
Haulin, and after expressing their cordial 
thanks for the care and trouble he had 
taken with the deceased Chinaman, pre- 
sented him with a handsome flag, bearing 
in Chinese characters the following legend, 
“He cherishes virtue aud loveth well- 
doing.” 

‘The unsettled state of the weather and 
lowness of the barometer during the early 
part of last week gave rise to the belief that 
4 typhoon was blowing at sea, probably in 
theneighbourhood of Formosa, So threaten- 
ing were the appearances on Wednesday 
evening that the M.B. Co.'s steamer Genkai 
Maru and the C.N. Co.’s steamer Tun- 
sin, bound to Japan and Ningpo respec- 
tively, anchored inside the Lightship, and 
when the Ningpo came in next morning 
they were still there. Bad weather has 
also been experienced near Hongkong. 
‘The Ningpo left there on the evening of 
the Sist ult. and had to put back for the 
night, She left early the following morning, 
and experienced strong north-easterly gales 
and an “infernal” sea, with every indica- 
tion of a typhoon. ‘The average reading 
of the barometer was 29.62, The lowest, 
on the evening of the 4th inst., when near 
Tungsha Lightship, was 29.45. 

The Mitsu Bussan Co. have for some 
time past carried on a coal-carrying trade 
between Shanghai and Kuchinotzu by 
means of the s.s. Hideyoshi Maru, and 
the Yoritomo Maru, a steamer specially 
built for the trade, has just arrived 
here from England. Regarding the trade 
done at Kuchinotzu, the Japan Guzette 
expresses its views as follows :—An an-| 
nouncement taken from a Shanghai paper | 
to the effect that the British steamer | 
Olympia was loading at Kuchinotzu for | 
Shanghai on the Sth July, is au example 
of what is done with foreign ships.

Shimonoseki and other unopened ports ; 
and it was not uncommon to observe in the 
shipping lists the despatch of these vessels 
by foreign agents who had chartered them. 
No more positive demonstration of the 
‘unfairness of the regulations can be adduced 
than the fact that Government traders or 
privileged persons are permitted to do that 
freely which merchants who have wo official 
influence are strictly prevented from doing. 
If the laws are so framed as to exclude 
foreign vessels from non-treaty ports, why 
should officials be permitted to openly 
violate them! This is a question which, 
if propounded by a national assembly, 
would create an animated discussion, 
While such practices are permitted, it is 
quite reasonable to assert that it is neither 
the protection of the merchant navy of 
Japan, nor fear of the aggressive foreigner, 
that are the motives for the navigation 
laws of the present, which have their 
origin really in a desire to benelit and 
advantage official monopolists, who openly 
do that which other Japanese subjects are 
forbidden to perform ! 

‘The Saigon Jowrnal has some comments 
on the extensive circulation of counterfeit 
dollars introduced into Une Colony by China- 
men, and records the sentences passed on 
two men convicted of the offence. One, 
Wong Chow, who is said to have imported 
and placed in circulation several thousands 
of bad dollars during the last three or four 
years, was sentenced to ten years’ forced 
Inbour, 500 francs fine, and ten years’ 
police surveillance; and another, who 
was caught in the act, but who does not 
appear to have worked on such an extensive 
scale as the other, was sentenced to five 
years’ penal servitude, 100 francs fine, and 
live years’ police surveillance. He is said to 
be the agent ofa gang of coiners in China, 
and arrived in the Colony under a false 
passport. Our contemporary thinks that 
if it is possible to prevent the Chinese 
smuggling opium, it ought to be possible to 
prevent them introducing bad money. 

We (Daily Press) have often hearditstated 
by Chinese that the white ant will destroy 
metal, more especially silver, either in the 
form of Mexican dollars or bullion, and we 
were assured by the late Mr. Wai Akwong, 
the former compradore of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank, one of the most intelli- 
gent Chinese it has been our lot to come 
across, that he had known of an instance 
in which several boxes of dollars with their 
contents had been completely destroyed 
while in the bank treasury, und it was 
only by sweeping up the floor of the vault 
aud smelting—so to say—the vast nun- 
bers of ants that the treasure was in 
some measure recovered. We confess that 
we could not quite accept this statement ab 
the time, but we are now somewhat 
inclined to believe that there was little or 
no exaggeration in this assertion, as we 
learn that a portion of a large heap of 
Australian coal, stored in a godown here, 
upon being disturbed was found to have 
been completely riddled by these pests. 
We may mention that the coal is a descrip- 
tion of cannel, aud the proprietor of the 
mineral has signified his intention of

‘THE PENDING CRISIS AT PEKING. 

‘A conresroxpent from Peking writes 
to us that the condition of affairs there 
is oxtromely bad, and that a crisis is 
not improbably impending with regard 
to the difficulty with Russia, which 
seoms as far from settlement as ever, 
Ho adds, “ Mach will now depend upon 
the result of the Marquis Tséug’s 
mission to St. Petersburg. If he 
succeeds in coming to a reasonable 
agreement, it is likely that affairs may 
resume their ordinary channel. If not, 
the result for China will be serious, 
‘The disorganisation, want of determina- 
tion and jenlonsy, which prevail bere, 
aro past belief.” An attentive reader 
of the memorials published in the 
Peking Gazette will have noticed the 
general tone of dissatisfaction which 
prevails, From Foochow we hear that 
tho arsenal is doing next to nothing, 
and that over two-thirds of the work- 
men have been discharged, and but 
two foreigners now remain, ‘The same 
story reaches us from the other arseuals, 
and there is not enough money in hand 
to obtain supplies of arms and ammu- 
nition fromabroad. In the midst of all 
thie, large same of money are continually 
being sont to Peking, which somchow 
or other become absorbed without any 
effect being apparent. In the event of 
anwar with Russia, it is certain that 
China will have to defend the coast 
irrespective of any question of the 
blockade of the ports. No steps have 
boon taken to improve the defences. 
The ‘forts built a fow years ago are 
already neglected, and the garrisons 
have disappeared, or lost whatever 
discipline they possessed, The present 
Government bas become effete; the 
energy, bad thongh it was, which 
existed at the beginning of the 
Regency bas evaporated. It bas, 
in fact, served its time, and though 
it spoaks well for the constitu.

has been able to stand the strain of 
a Regoney for so many years, it is 
becoming evident that tho present cou 
dition of affairs must soouer or Inter 
result in some catastrophe. Whether 
the Regency is to crumble under the 
attacks of a foreign foe, or to fall to 
ruins of its own decay, can now be 
a question of bat short duration.

THE REVOLUTION SCARE. 
‘Tus wish which is father to the thought 
probably suggests to writers about 
Chinese subjects the epecalations as to 
arevolation with which they periodically 
startle their readers. The Legations 
at Peking aro annually alarmed by 
what is known as “the massacre 
scare.” It used to be gravely asserted 





every year that the Chinese were going 
to rise and pat all the unfortunate 
Ministers Plouipotentiary, Euvoys, at- 
tachés, and student interpreters to the 
sword. Of course during the years 
closely neighbouring that of the ‘ien- 
tsin massacre any possible atrocity 
seemed conceivable and almost likely, 
and then these rumours were very rife 
aud very menacing. Later we believe 
this “scare” hns ceased to terrify, and 
tho sinister prophecies have taken 
another, thongh not a new, shape. 
Given a long minority with a regency 
in an Oriental State, and you are sure 
to hear covjectures as to tie possibility 
of some powerful subject seizing the 
Throne. Generally the person sus- 
pected of ambitious designs is the 
Regent himself, bat no one ever 
suspects Prince Kung of secking for 
more power than he has. His situation 
is not enviable, and he would in all 
likelihood be glad to retire into a 
dignified private life, but he is kept by 
the pressure of circumstances at his post. 
‘The prominence, activity, and vigour of 
one high official naturally point him 
out as the man who is to rise like 
Jeroboam agaiust his lawfal master and 
to assume an independent position. 
He is to do what Mehemet Ali did 
on ap inconceivably grander scale, to 
tenr provinces from the Imperial grasp, 
to Earopeanise them, and perhaps even 
to try and supplant the dynasty. These 
are the schemes with which newspaper 
writers credit a great Chinese subject, 
aud they employ every meaus in the 
power to give an appearance of reality 
to the theory. There are circumstances 
which induce the ordinary observer to 
cousider the conjecture plausible. No 
doubt relations between China and 
Russia have been strained. There are 
jealousies, perhaps, between the two 
prominent Imperinl generals, and ab 
this moment a singularly able aud high 
minded Englishman deeply interested 
in China, and one who bas Iately served 
an Oriental master with European 
roclivities, comes unexpectedly and 
suddenly on the scene. Who can wonder 
that when all these circumstances com- 
bine, the busy brains of politici 
should fancy that they seo the Iuri 
signs of war and revolution in the sky ? 
A weakling boy on the Throne, two 
politic aud plotting women as his 
guardians, an indolent Prime Minister, 
and a patriot goneral who has quelled 
fa great rebellion aud gained tho con- 
fidence of the nation before the curtain 
rises; these are characters that any 
dramatist would be delighted to have 
at his command to carry on au historical 
play withal, And if these ingredients 
are not sufficiently attractive, we are 
accommodated with two extra elements 
of effect and complexity in the shape 
of a simple-minded Puritan soldier and 
a back-stairs plot about a royal infaut 
having been changed at nurse! The 
only thing one desires in all this is the 
element of novelty. We have heard 
it all so often before. The father 
of the present Minister to Eugland was 
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the “coming man” a dozen years ago. 
Then Yakoob Beg was the favourite 
for a time. When wo have so often 
heard the ramours of revolution burtling 
in the air, we get accustomed to tho 
disturbed stato of the atmosphere. Aud 
though, of course, we may find all 
theso rumours suddenly confirmed and 
wako some morning to hear thab 
China is in open rebellion, we cannot 
seo any special reason for believing 
that such will be the caso this month 
or next. The actors now on the stago 
Lave been in possession of it for many 
years. Tho Emperor is not weaker, 
and we hope the Empresses aro nob 
more wicked than they have beou any 
timo these ton years, The arch con- 
spirator, instead of being as he was 
not long ago, absolute master of tho 
situation, would have uow to coutend 
for supremacy with formidable rivals. 
The ovly fresh actor is the foreign 
soldier, who, of all mou living, is tho 
advocate of peace. Why at this 
moment revive the old rebellion scare ? 





‘THE JESUITS. 
Tax 29th of June, the feast of St. Peter, 
will be long remembered in France, 
and it is impossible to read the account 
of the expulsion of the Jesuits which 
took place on that day without mingled 
feelings. The Grévy-Gnmbotta Republic 
has takeu a step which is fraaght with 
far deepor consequences than they can 
guess. They bave brought themselves 
into conflict with one of the most 
formidable powers in the world, Their 
action will seem to one party a proof 
of strength and to auother a sign of 
weakness. They aro strong in that 
they are blo to defy so vast an 
organisation as the Jesuits. ‘They aro 
weak in that they have not sufficient 
confidence in the inherent force of 
secularism to despise a religions Order. 
If we recapitulate the heads of 

it history, we shall seo that 
it consists of little else than a series of 
exclusions, banishments aud  suppros- 
sions. ‘They have uot existed for throo 
hundred and fifty years, and in that 
time they have been menaced and 
attacked by kings and republics with 
the most unwearied bitterness. They 
were driven from France by Henry IV 
in 1594, bat re-admitted eight yours 
afterwards. In less than four yeara 
after their re-admission into France, 
they were excluded from Venice. But 
before sixty years had passed they wero 
established iu Venice agaii In the 
first deoade of tho last contury thoy 
were expelled from Holland. A fow 
years later they were banished from 
Court iv Spain and Portugal, and in 
1759, in spite of the efforts of the then 
Pope Clement XIII in their favour, 
they were driven from Portugal and 
their property forfeited. In 1764, 
the same Popo still enrnestly pro- 
testing, the drama of last Juno 
was performed for the first time, and 
the Order of Jesuits was totally enp- 
pressed in France by royal order. 
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‘The members of the company in Spain 
and Naples were forcibly removed to 
the Papal States, whence in less 
than a hundred years they were to be 
expelled. In 1768 they were driven 
from Parma, and their suppression 
demanded by the Bourbon princes of 
France, Spain, Naples and Parma, then 
lately joined in the so-called Family 
Compact. The world has frequently 
expressed an opinion as to the House 
of Bourbon similar to that which its 
princes expressed about the Jesuits, 
and from three out of four of the 
countries which combined in this 
demand all traco of Bourbon rale has 
been swept away! But the most 
deadly blow ever struck against the 
Jesuits was dealt by Clement XIV. He 
suppressed the Society, or at least took 
the strongest stops he could to secare its 
suppression, for there are not wanting 
those who dispute the power of a Pope 
to suppress a society, the existence of 
which is secured by superior guarantees, 
Clement died, and of course the most 
malignant rumours were soon ciren- 
Inted as to the cause of Lis decease, 
It wns freely asserted that the death 
of Clement was to be ascribed to poison 
administered by tho Jesuits, but this 
acandalous invention has not been ac- 
cepted by candid historias, and the 
latest English writer on the Jesuits, 
who certainly is free from any bias in 
their favour, gives it a distinct denial, 
‘Tho Neapolitan Minister Tanucci, who 
was the strenuous foe of the Society, 
expressed his clear conviction twice in 
confidential letters, that there was no 
shadow of foundation for the charge of 
poison. Tho Jesuits wero suppressed 
for forty years whon Pius VII re- 
established them. But six yoars after 
their ro-establishmont, they wero ban- 
ished from that very Spain which to-day, 
sixty years afterwards, opens its arms 
to receive them. 

‘They had only a threo years’ lease of 
life iu Switzerland, and were, as we bave 
seen, banished from Rome in 1848. It 
is impossible to recapitulate thi: 
with ite atriking vicissitudes and 
contrasts, without pausing in wonder 
at the perseverance and invincible 
energy of the Society, and we confess 
wo rond the details of the expulsion 
from France and the narrative of the 
scones at Vals and Lille and Avignon 
with foreboding. If republics in these 
daya have to resort to religious perseca- 
tiou, they show that they are not very 
different from monarchies. In China, 
where the Jesuits have done so much 
for the cause of religion and civilisation, 
and where their missionaries sot such 
an heroic example of self-denial, it 
would ill become us to speak in other 
terms than those we have employed 
about their Inst rebuff. ‘Their Goneral 
may address them, however, with con- 


fidence, for no persecutions can await 
them more severe thu those which 


hoy ave been walled on to endure,

PRIMITIVE MAN. 
To be able to say without shame “I do 
not know” is no mean part of the 
advantage attaching to the possession 
of a recognised standing among in- 
vestigators of knowledge or even among 
mere honest and hardworking students. 
There is nothing original about this 
remark; it has been made a hundred 
times already. It is curious, however, 
that the privilege of ignorance accorded 
to such men as we have in contempla- 
tion is seldom claimed by the most 
distinguished amoug them. They are 
cock-sure of everything. It would at 
the first glauce seem that a notion bas 
only to be revolutionary euough to en- 
sure acceptance by them. And although 
this would be an unfair way of describ- 
ing their tendencies, it is not unfair to 
say that within the limits of what 
exporience shows to be physical possi- 
bilities, the more remote from hitherto 
accepted explanations of auy phenome- 
non a proposed theory is, the greater 
‘its chauce of obtaining a careful and 
respectful consideration. About Pro- 
fessor Huxley, for instance, we have 
uothing disparaging to say. | Far from 
it. But when be asserts that a man 
who does uot accept the doctrine of 
evolution is not worth arguing with, or 
that the European horse is the lineal 
descendent of the evcene Orokippus, or 
that (to go but a short way backwards 
in bis pedigree) the ancestor of man 
was a loris-like lemur, all wo can say 
is that we envy him his certitude, 
but that for ourselves wo should prefer 
to exercise the right to profess a lack 
of kuowledge. We have mentioned 
Huxley because he is allowed to bo a 
leader of modern scientific thought, 
and has hitherto been remarkable for 
moderation in * speculation, and for 
rigour in laying down the canons to 
which speculation mast submit. A 
different kind of criticism is invited by 
the vulgar violence of Dr. Biichner, 
who bas imported the language of 
Billingsgate into the discussion of 
scientific problems, and the audacity of 
Professor Haeckel, who has not hesitated 
to create and describe purely hypotheti- 
cal terms in the animal series from 
monera to man, Now there is one 
serious though superficial objection to 
the lavishing of time on these and 
such-like speculations, namely that, 
80 far as we are concerned, they aro 
absolutely unverifiable. Their authors, 
who nsturally present them under the 
most favourable aspect possible, expli- 
citly declare that not until the bed of 
the Indian Ocean becomes dry land 
shall we have the proofs upon which 
these theories rest. But however 
modest in appearance may be this 
simple request to wait until the sea- 
bottom: becomes dry land, it amouuts 
practically to nothing less than 0 


mand for immortality. If we live 
till then, there is no reason why we 


should not live for ever, to any nothing

to a writer of avother class, who attacks 
the question of man’s origin in another 
way, and under more modest limitations, 
whose arguments are, moreover, capable 
of being tested every day under a 
variety of conditious and without any 
specially trained skill. Every school- 
boy who has bred rabbits or pigeons 
knows how difficult it is to preserve 
any prized variety. ‘There is always a 
tendency to reversion to » uniform 
type when the varioties are kept apart 
from one another, aud this tendency 
becomes unconquerable as soon as the 
varieties are allowed to iuterbreed. 
This is a fact that can be verified any- 
where, at any time and by anybody. 
Starting from it, M. Quatrefages, to 
any enquiry as to the pedigres of 
primitive man, answers boldly “I don’t 
know,” but immediately proceeds to 
indicate a mode of analysis which gives 
probable information about the earliest 
race of mankind. All the well-observed 
facts of heredity make it quite certain 
that in every existing raco of men there 
must be, either isolated or in groups, 
a namber of characteristics derived 
from the earliest race, Hence, by 
collecting those common characteristics 
or proclivities of bodily form which 
ocour most frequently, and which aro 
observable among races the farthest 
removed from one another under every 
aspect, material will be amassed for 
the reconstruction of the primitive 
type. Farther, the effects of inter. 
breeding are as significant among men 
as they are among animals. In tho 
first place, prominence of the upper 
jaw is a characteristic of the black and 
yellow races, and occasionally makes 
its appearance in a very marked man- 
nor amoug whites. All the skulls of 
quaternary man present this peculiarity. 
Thon among all races red hair is 
found, and it is by no means uncommon 
to find a red-beaded child born of 
parents free from any tinge of red. It 
is well known that the offspring of a 
mulatto and a white is particularly 
prone to have red hair. Yet again, 
the skin pigment in every race is 
largely composed of a yellow material. 
In the mulatto it is yellow that pro- 
dominates in the skin tint, and not a 
modified black. Moreover, travellers 
in negro countries have frequently 
come across persons so yellow as to 
seem almost white in comparison 
with their neighbours, the cases cited 
being noted as not belonging to the 
class of albinos. Thus there is some 
reason to figure primitive man as 
yellow-skinned, red-haired and pro- 
minent jawed, not very attractive to 
look at, but still distinctly man, and by 
no means an ape or apparently related 


if judgment be founded on 
fossil remains. It is not 
6 to approach the question of 
affinity with the apes. But itis 
within our competence to indicate ® 


logical, or rather illogical, confusion 


that we trace in almost every reasoned 


out attempt to establish that affinity. It 
is this, Resemblance of type existing 
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between mau and apes is a fact amply 
established. There is no doubt about 
that, Relationship of type is a theory 
which, however probable, even if it 
approached indefinitely near coi 
is still a theory aud uot a fact. 
the theory and the fact are commonly 
treated as interchangenble terms in 
propositions, a mode of argument which 
must continue to be illicit until either 
fa faot of transformation is observed or 
authentic remains of n conuecting form 
are discovered. 

Setting aside, then, all speculations 
as ta the origin of primitive mau, 
M. Quatrefages’ way of reasoning leads 
us to picture him as resembling what 
© Chinaman would be if he possessed 
red hair, There was, therefore, a deeper 
trath, or a cleverer guess at truth than 
wo dreamt of in a fanny missionary 
drawing that we once saw, wherein 
Adam figured with an elaborately 
plaited pig-tail, 




















GLIMPSRS AT FOREIGN REVIEWS. 

Continuing his review of M. Thiers’ 
political career, M. Charles de Mazade 
(in the Revue des deux Mondes of 15th 
June) draws a vivid picture of the anoma- 
lous state of affairs and of parties during 
the early years of Louis-Philippe’s reign, 
‘and traces the relations of his hero to the 
progress of events and to the personages 
who along with himself partly guided that 
progress and were in part swayed by 
France was seething with the rivalries of 
factions, the “Carlists” were everywhere 
stirring up the embers of civil war, and 
even the supporters of the new order were 
widely divided in opinions and in aims. 
Europe was looking on jealously, and the 
slightest imprudence on the part of the 
Government would have precipitated war. 
Luckily the king not only was anxious 
to be his own Prime Minister but also 
possessed such a fund of practical sense 
as almost qualified him for the office. 
Luckily too the hour produced the man 
fit to copo with its exiencies, and the 
threatening dangors were already half con- 
jured when Casimir Perier assumed the 
leadership of the Government. Mean- 
while M. Thiers, although still waiting 
for a seat, was appointed under-Secretary 
of State in the Treasury Department, and 
represented the Cabinet in all financial 
@iscussions in the Chambers. He had 
already taken his position as a monarchist, 
understanding by that term a partisan of a 
form of government not far removed from 
the English, monarchical in form and 
in “break-appliances,” but truly repub- 
lican in nature. And to this conception 
of the ideal of government he manfully 
stuck throughout his life, although it in no 
respect helped to make him popular with 
either monarchists or republicans, and made 
him hateful to imperialists. He pictured to 
‘himself the conditions under which French 
interests would most certainly be advanced, 
and these, in conjunctures requiting expe- 


dionts to avoid prosuing diffieulties, as wall 
as in the full awing of organised institutions 


working harmoniously, he ever kept vividly 
before him. Hence, as we before noticed, 




















‘moderation was all through his career the 
note of his administration, a moderation, 
however, which nover degenerated into 
weakness or vacillation, For no one could 
strike with more effect the minimum blow 
necessary to redress a spreading evil. ‘The 
blow once struck and the effect produced, 
there was no following up of it by yex- 
atious pursuits. Wheu such a character 
begins to be appreciated it soon excites 
respect alike among friends and foes. 
It was not long, therefore, before all the 
disadvantages with which Thiers had to 
contend were forgotten. In spite of his 
diminutive stature, his provincial accent, 
and his bourgeois manner, he was soon in 
possession of the ear of the Chamber, and 
twas listened to with respoct and considera 
tion even by the more fiery supporters of 
the Government, who could not comprehend 
the restrictions to which they were sub- 
jected, and the wise indulgence shewn to 
political opponents, In 1852 when Perier’s 
death left the Government without a head, 
Thiers, 29 Minister of the Iuterior, had 
suddenly to intervene in the delieate and 
difficult affairs which the Duchess of Berry 
had long been preparing in La Vendée. 
Having in hand masses of evidence ineri- 
minating some of the oldest and best names 
in France, whose bearers were busy stirring 
up insurrection, he swooped upon the 
princess and arrested her at Nantes, 
resting satisfied with the violent shock thus 
produced and restraining his hand from 
clutching men who, had they been 
brought to trial, must have been condemned 
to death. On the other hand he put down 
ruthlessly the mob riots in Paris and 
Lyons, attempts at anarchy which no single 
act, such as that of the Duchess of Berry's 
arrest, could have erushed. In fine no 
government that France ever before or 
since witnessed was so bitterly and persis- 
tently attacked, and yet was so moderate 
and merciful. The resulting security was 
in itself, and taking into consideration the 
mobility of French character, a source of 
danger ; jealousies arose within the Chamber 
—perhaps the influence of the Minister of 
the Interior was too visibly impressed upon 
everything—the king, although personally 
friendly to Thiers, was disposed to regard 
favourably any re-arrangement which would 
place more power in his own hands ; and thus 
it happened that as the fruit of a silent and 
almost friendly struggle old alliances were 
broken up and a new cabinet formed on 
the 22nd February 1836, with Thiers as 
Prime Minister. ‘Then arose the troubles 
in Spain, when Isabella, assailed at once 
by Carlist evolutionists in the north, and 
by rioters in Madrid, claimed protection 
from France and England. ‘The king, 
desirous above all things of avoiding war, 
opposed intervention, and sought to read 
in a neutral seuse the terms of the treaty of 
the quadruple alliance. But Thiers believed 


that the general question of monarchy was 
before Europe, aud held that in vindication 
of itself the government of the monarchy 
of July was bound to uphold Isabella's 
claims, A compromise was arranged, but 























Who 4 litte later the dangers which 
encompassed the Spanish throne became 


importunate, one course or the other had 
to be adopted with decision. The king 





prevailed, and six mouths after its forma- 
tion the Cabinet of the 22nd February 
ceased to exist.—M, Anatole Leroy-Beau- 
lieu, in a paper on the crisis in Eastern 
Europe, brings down to the present day 
his valuable dissertation on Russia and 
the Russians, which has now spread over 
more than four years of the Reowe, Ho 
proves, or seeks to prove, that the recent 
assault on Turkey was suyyested not by 
the ambition or covetousness of the Russian 
court and mimsters, nor yet by a desire to 
occupy by foreign conquest the minds of 
men too prone to clanour for reforms at 
home, but was demanded by the voice of 
true Russian society whose centre lies in 
Moscow. Therefore the abominable cor- 
ruption and the imbecile mismanagement 
brought to light by the late campaign 
have had the greatest possible effect. 
They have raised and elevated into 
pressing importance the questions how 
such disgraces are to be avoided in the 
future, whether such a radical change in 
the administration as would render them 
impossible is within the power of the 
nation at large peaceably to effect ; whether, 
fiually, political freedom is not a need no 
longer to be overlooked. It is one thing to 
ask such questions ; it is quite another to 
answer them. In one sense Russia is 
European, in another and much truer senso 
she is purely Asintic, In Western Europo 
the machine of uational representation 
occasionally works with an alarming 
amount of friction, but still it works ; in 
Russia it is hardly possible to hope that it 
would work at all. ‘The writer discusses 
the forms which might possibly be given to 
a plan of representation, but we should 
have little confidence in the stability of 
any imposed system. After all, the best 
government is the goverument that is 
best administered, and if philanthropic 
Russians are under the impression that 
national representation would secure pure 
administration they have read modern his- 
tory to lameutably little purpose. Under 
no conceivable system, in so heterogeneous 
an Empire as Russia, could acceptable 
guarantees be given by a Government 
pledged to respect the liberties of the 
nation, and without guarantees no system, 
but the existing despotism is worth discus- 
sing. Russia has no traditions of freedom, 
and, as Russia, never will be free, Not, 
wo venture to predict, until the vast un- 
wieldy Empire shall have failen to pieces, 
giving place to a group of governments 
which uo doubt Europe will take care shall 
be strong enough, and which in process 
of years or of ayes will bo replaced by 
truly representative authorities. Educa- 
tion has the Russian world to conquer in 
the meanwhile, which is to say in other 
words that the state of things we anticipate 
must be relegated to a remote future.— 
Few, perhaps, of our readers aro old enough 
to remember the tremendous noiso made 
all over Europe by the publication of Ma- 
dame Bocary. Twenty-five years ago Gus- 
tave Flaubert struck that note of realism 
which has ever since influenced for evil the 


Tomancy writers of his country, Moab 
powerful aud dramatic in ttaclf, Madame

here for the present. The ond will 
probably yo direct from Taku to Japan 
again, 


‘In port there are also the Monorary 
(U.S8.), Nerpa (Russian), and Adonis 
(French) men-of-war. Of the thirteen other 
Russian vessels expected, no further news 
lias been heard. ‘The French flayship is 
expected to arrive shortly. 

‘The weather this summer, so far, has 
been very agreeable, and we have had but 
few days that we consider hot. We have 
had a plentiful supply of rain, but not in 
excess, and as a consequence the crops are 
all promising to be remarkably good. 

‘he Lighthouse in course of constrnetion 
here, for transfer to and erection on Hooki 
Island, is progressing favourably. 

Business is, as usual, dull, but yesterday 
we had quite an influx of shipping, as 
many as five vessels having arrived in our 
hitherto empty harbour.

‘TIENTSIN. 

Our last word from the south is of great 
excitement in Shanghai and along the 
Yangtsze, occasioned by the rumour that 
civil war is imminent, because of a rupture 
between Li Hung-chang and the Peking 
Government, that Li has been accused of 


being a traitor, &c., because he is not in 
favour of war. So far as appears there is 
no oceasion for such a rumour ; there are 
no indications of a civil war visible. 
The Government is doubtless annoyed that 
the Viceroy urges peace, and especially 
on the plea of unpreparedness. The wise 
heads at Peking cannot understand why 
after the large expenditure for arsenals, 
gunboats and war material, they are not in 
‘a fit condition to cope with the foreign 
barbarian. ‘They are reported as saying 
“the barbarians have never entered the 
palace, and we don't think they can do so 
now.” They forget that withouta disciplined 
army of cotrageons men to use these imple- 
ments of war, they are practically useless ; 
afact which the Viceroy well knows, as well 
as the fact that such an army is not to 
be found in China. But while ignorant, 
and hence dissatisfied, on this point, the 
“wise heads” are too wise to break ‘with 
the most powerful and influential man 
(probably) in the Empire at this juncture, 

Allis still quiet here, but. preparations 
are pushed forward at the utmost speed. 

Colonel Gordon has returned from 
Peking. He went there, we understand, 
with despatches and attendants from H.E. 
Li, hoping to persuade the Tsung-li Yamén 
to'make terms of pence. He was received 
by that body politely, but his mission was 
a failure, the prevailing sentiment being 
in favour of war. 

He is now established, it is said, as the 
Viceroy’s private adviser, and feels, as does 
the Viceroy, that war is a foregone con- 
clusion. Heuce, while deprecating it, but 
seeing no alternative but to fight, unless 
the Marquis ‘Tséng should effect some 
settlement, which is not anticipated, the 
Viceroy is bendingall his energies to make 
the best arrangements he can to meet the 
coming storm. 

‘The U.S. corvette Ashucloty with HLE. 
Mr. James B. Angell on board, reached hore 
last evening. ‘To-day the new minister 
called upon the Viceroy, and expects to 
leave for Peking on the 7th. Commissioners 
Swift and Trescott, with the ladies of the 
party, remain at Chefoo, till the severe 
heat is passed. 

‘As yet the meroury has only risen to 

or 93° in the shade, whereas we usually 
have it ranging about 93° to 102. Less 
in has fallen than ordinarily, and we are 
g now that our hot days may soon end 
without reaching the maximum of hotness 
for ‘Tientsin, and that we may not hear 
of drowned crops as for a few years past.

CHINKIANG. 


An interesting demonstration in torpedo 
practice took place yesterday morning at 
the Silver Island pass fortifications. Among 
spectators were the Taotai and all the 
high military and naval authorities, includ- 
ing the celebrated Péng Yu-lin, the Admiral 
of the Yangtsze. We believe that special 
invitations were also issued to the Consuls, 
as well as to a select few in the party of 
our local Esculapius, Dr. White, In the 
latter case this showed a sense of foresight 
in case of accidents not often taken advan- 
tage of by the native authorities, although 
we do not suppose for one moment that 
any fee was attached to the proceedings. 
However, there were no mishaps, so the 
‘oceasion was. sufficient excuse fora delight- 
ful picnic and sail in the neighbourhood of 
this well-wooded and pretty little island. 
Thousands of Chinese of every grade, 
besides the soldiers, lined the river bank, 
the fortifications and hill tops, all awaiting 
to see the terrible instrument of destruc- 
tion, which, if occasion requires, shall keep 
Ursa Major, or any other barbarous Power, 
at a respectful distance, or destroy them 
altogether should any venturesome attempt 
be made to enter the yates of the Yangtsze. 
About 9.30 a.m. a bugle sounded, and 






























during the ceremony. A sampan, witha red 
fiag, was anchored over the two torpedoes 
previously sunk in about twenty feet of 
water, towards the S.E. extremity of the 
island. Jt was supposed that the current in 
the middle of the channel would be too 
ng for a successful experiment at this 
eof the year. The water is very deep 
and the velocity of tide running is some- 
times eight miles per hour. The electric 
connection was conducted from a boat 
some 200 yards distant. ‘This completed, 
the bugle sounded, and a gun was fired 
as a general warning for what was to 
follow. When the effects of this boom 
had passed away, the torpedo, with its 
2,500 Ibs. of powder, was exploded. Tho 
effect was as sudden as it was tremen- 
dons, and it sent a luge column of water 
100 feet high into the air, and not a vestige 
of the sampan was afterwards seen. ‘The 
vibration was clearly felt in Chinkiang, and 
the houses shook as if from an earthquake. 
This is three miles distant. The second 
torpedo was afterwards tried, but it was a 
failure, which two hours’ further experiment 
upon could not improve. Whether the 
explosion of the one caused injury to the 
other is not known, but they were not far 
‘apart when sunk, 

‘A visit to the forts was afterwards made, 
and the guns were found to be in as good 
order as scratchy sandstone could make 
them, They were very cosmopolitan, some 
native made, some Armstrong, while others 
were apparentlycontinental. Some of those 
in authority made themselves pleasant and 
agreeable to their foreign visitors, and even 
showed some desire that the day's proceed- 
ings should, if possible, be sent to tho 
foreign newspapers. ‘The courtesy shown 
on all oceasions t» foreigners by the chief 
nilitary authority named Wang, holding 
Taotai rank, deserves special mention, He 
has a large number of well-behaved and 
well-disciplined troops under his command 
here, contrasted with the rabble of a few 
years ago, when it was dangerous almost to 
leave the house, and when foreigners wero 
murdered by them, and they show that 
the establishment ‘of Embassies abroad 
is bearing the d xd fruit. The late 
‘Ambassador to England Kuo Ta-jén, upon 
his return, some year or so since, paid a 
special visit to this oficial, and it is sup- 
posed that he raised within him the greatest 
Gesire to serve his country with some of 
the legations abroad. All the officers of 
this garrison, with himself, are diligently 
studying tho English Inngtage, and it to 
such men as these that China wants, and 
who will come prominently forward for 
yeorene when we get rid of that useless 

iplomatic and non-trading centre—Peking,

‘The Mamei Arsenal authorities “have 
lately overiauled and bestowed a new 
coat of paint on the tivo gunboats of the 
“alphabstical ” class belonging to their 
precious leet, ‘These staunch little vessels 



































are now very trim and serviceable-looking ; 
but rumour hath it that the crews are 
almost ignorant of gun-drill, and that, in 
short, whether from motives of economy or 
from fear of personal injury, the Celestials 
rarely try the range of the big gums which 
constitute the leading features in the arma- 
ment of these vessels. When the gunners 
are given a chance, they appear to prefer 
half-charges of blank ammunition to the 
ordinary shotted rounds, so that the target 
has rather a good time on these trying 
occasions. 

On the evening of the 28th ult., Mr. De 
Lano, late United States Consul, was enter- 
tained by the foreign community at a 
public dinner, The company numbered 
over eighty, ineluding the Consuls for Great 
Britain, France, Germany, the United 
States, Holland and Denmark. Mr. Odell, 
who presided, in proposing the health of 
their guest, said that for eleven years Mr. 
De Lano had maintained the dignity and 
independence of his hizh oflice of represen- 
tative of the United States of America in 
Foochow, and it might truly be said that 
the Goverument of the United States had 
never been held in higher estimation by the 
local Chinese officials than during Mr. De 
Lano’s highly successful tenure of ollice. 
Tt was to be regretted that Mr. De Lano 
should leave Foochow an invalid, but he 
trusted that change of scene and climate 
would soon restore him to perfect health, 
and that he would have a rapid promotion 
in the service of his country. Ho also 
spoken in felicitous terms of the social 
qualities of Mr. and Mrs. De Lano. Mr. 

Jo Lano made a suitable reply. Other 
toasts followed and a very pleasant evening 
was spent. 

Regarding the tea market, the inquiry 
for Congou has been less active, but prices 
for all grades, more especially common 
and inferior flavoury kinds, have been well 
maintained.

A shocking tragedy was perpetrated on 
Sunday night, in the native town of Kobe, 
a Chinaman having been murdered by somo 
one yet undiscovered, and robbery seems 
to have been the motive of the crime. 
‘The victim was a man under thirty years 
of ago, named Hong Lai-san, and was known 
as “number two" man of the Chinese 
hong Tony-foo-tai, which occupies the 
premises No. 14 on the Native Bund, near 
the Western Custom Hous Deceased 
was the book-keeper and cashier of the 
firm. On Sunday night, at about half-past 
ten v'elock, all the Chinese belonging to 
the hong were together in a room engaged. 
in friendly conversation, and when the 
company broke up they all went off to bed. 
Tho hong buildings consist of a foreign 
house, on the second story of which one 
of the Chinamen lived, and there are two 
smaller houses in the rear, in one of which 
Aeceased had his rooms; and another 
man lived in the other small house. At 
half-past el o'clock, the man upstairs 
in the foreign house “heard a noiso as 
if there were some fighting going on, 
but ho did not go down until one of 
the others living in the small houses, 
who had also heard tle row, called on him 
to come down and seo what was wrong. 
They went to the house occupied by Hong- 
Ji-san, expecting that some thieves had 
been about, but they could find no trace 
of thieves, as the door and windows were 
all right, aud nothing appeared to be dis- 
turbed ; on going into the house, however, 
they found their friend Hong Lai-san 
lying on the floor in a pool of blood, his 
fingers chopped off, and over twenty cuts 
on his body, as if they had been inflicted 
by asword or large knife, He was then quite 
dead. A safe was kept by Hong Lai-san 
in his room, and the key of it is missing, 
and although it is not definitely known as 
it is supposed that money has been 
the safe ; the cashier being the 
victim of the tragedy.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

Tuly Tth.—The only document worthy 
of.record in this day's Gusette is a long 
memorial from the Governor-Generas at 
Nanking, the Governor of Kiangsn, and the 
Financial Commissioner of the latter pro- 
vince, reporting a fresh arrangement they 

ropose to make with regard to the levy of 
jand-tax in the two districts of Chia-ting 
and Pao-ting in the provinee of Kiangsu. 
‘The history of the assessments at which 
these and other places have been rated at 
one time and another is gone into at great 
length, from which they prove that’ the 
proportion of taxes that these two places in 
question have to bear is excessive. The 
paper is too long to admit of a short 
summary, and the details being of a very 
technical nature, would be wearisome to 
the general reader. 

July 8th.—(1) Memorial from the 
Governor-General of Min Chéh, reporting 
tho despatch of a subsidy for Peking from 
the province of Fuhkien.

To 
come, however, to those measures which 
do atféct provincial administration. 

First; Redemption of wastelands. Fuhkien 
isaprovince backed by mountains ran; 
faced by the sea. The soil is uny 
‘and the people are poor, half of them being 
engaged in the growing of tea or the cap- 
ture of, fish, and the other half in the 
cultivation of the soil, At the close of the 
rebellion, there were tracts of waste land 
in every quarter, but as years went on it 
was all redeemed, while more land was 
devoted to the growth of miscellaneous 
cereals, but it was all in small patches, and 
no fresh tracts of any magnitude were 
brought under taxation. As regards taxa- 
tion, in the reign of Tao Kuang some 
eighty per cent. of the full amouut used to 
be collected, but the rebellion caused a 
diminution in receipts, which fell off to 
sixty or seventy per cent. Of late years 
efforts have been made to revive the 
taxation, and the revenue has now again 
almost reached the eighty per cent. of 
former days. Enquiry, open and private, 
goes to show that the inability to collect 
the remaining twenty per cent. arises 
neither from the fact that land still 
remains uncultivated, nor from want of 
on the part of territorial officials, 
but from the poverty of the people 
themselves, who are unable to meet 
demands for payment of the full amount 
due by them. The memorialists will, 
however, continue their efforts in the 
hope that by degrees the revenue may be 
restored to its proper condition. 

Second; Lekin. This tax is levied at places 
along the route taken by commodities 
between the point of departure and the place 
of delivery for sale. There are head offices 
in each Prefecture at which the branch 
stations report, while the central depart- 
mient in the provincial capital despatches 
inspectors from time to time to visit the 
stations incognito and see that the work is 
being properly carried on, and the system 
pursued is stch that fraud fon a large 
scale] is impossible. Opium is taxed by 
the catty, and no reductions are made 
for large quantities ur commutations 
allowed. The (chin on salt dates from the 
issue of licenses fifteen years ago. The 
trade is nut a incrative one for the mer- 
chant, thongh the fall amount collected is 
invariably remitted. ‘The net-work of creeks 
that intersect the province and the moun- 
tainous nature of the country afford facilities 
for smuggling which the wremunerative 
nature of the trade induces the merchant 
to avail himself of, and the mainten: 
of a large and costly preventive service is 
consequently a matter of necessity. ‘The 
reduction of this service shall be taken 
into consideration when reductions are 
compatible with security to the revenue. 
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‘Returns of receipts and expendi- 
. have hitherto been sent in 
with due punctuality, aud stops 
taken to ensure the continuanco 
regularity. 

Fifth ; Reduction of anti-extortion allow- 
ances. The reductions effected on these 
allowances should, properly speaking, be 
remitted to the Board, but the impoverish- 
ment of the provincial exchequer is éuch 
that the whole of the sum thus obtained 
has to be borrowed to supplement the 
amounts required for military expenditure 
and the maintenance of coast defences, the 
purchase of guns, munitions of war, iron- 

fads, etc. ; and until the province has been 
ut into an efficient condition of defence it 
ill be perfectly impossible to dispense 
with this son which indeed is not su(i-

excess of rain that has fallen of late in the 
metropolis and its neighbourhood, and 
ordering a series of prayers for fine weather 
to be held on the 12th inst., as it is feared 
that a continuance of wet weather will 
damage the crops. 

(2) ‘The Governor of Honan represents 
that the number of expectants of office in 
that province is excessive, and begs that no 
more may be sent forward for the present. 
Sihice the rebellion, the number of expec- 
tants of obice, whether by purchase or meri- 
torious service in Honan, has increased 
several fold, and as the number of vacan- 
cies for which they are eligible has long been 
out of a!l proportion to the number of aspi- 
rants, the block has now become absolute. 
"The cessation of the purchase system last 
year caused such a rush of candidates dur- 
ing the time it was kept open, that Honan 
[like other provinces] came in for a audden 
tccess of expectant oiticials. ‘There are now 
over forty Taotais and Profects waiting for 
posts; more than eighty sub-Prefects. of 
various grades; two hundred and eighty 
district and department Magistrates ; and 
some seven hundred and fifty expectants 
‘of minor posts. Economy being now the 
order of the day, apart from the fact that 
most of them can never expect to hold 
substantive posts, the opportunities of bein; 
employed on special service are few, an 
they live on in the provincial capital in a 
condition of great poverty. If more are 
to continue to come there will be no end to 
the distress, and the memorialist, on the 
recommendation of the Financial Gommis- 
sioner, begs to request that no more may 
be sent forward for a time,—Referred to 
the Board of Civil Oftice. 

(8) Postscript memorial from ‘T’u Tsung- 
ying, Governor of Honan, ‘The Prefect of 
Ho-nan Fu reports as follows :—On the 
afternoon of the 26th of May last there 
was a sudden fall of hail on the borders of 
the Lo-yang and Yén-shih districts in 
his Prefecture. ‘The hailstones were as 
big as a bowl or a man’s fist. The 
storm only lasted a short time,but the 
wheat and other crops in an area 
of four or five li by eight or nine in 
the Lo-yang district were considerably 
injured by the hailstones. In Yén-shih 
Hsien the storm burst about 4 p.m., and 
the stones varied from the size of a hen’s 
egg to that of a waluut, The corn and 
cotton crops were destroyed over an area 
of some 30 li by 12. In Ming Hsien 
the storm, which occurred about the same 





















hour, was accompanied by a violent wind 
and mingled with hailstones, and 
spread over an area of 60 or 70 li by 20, 


destroying all the wheat and the young 
cotton, which was one or two inches above

being given by the firing of a gun, the 


threo divisions advanced on the place, broke 
down the barriers and pursued the retreat- 
ing enemy for several li. Fifty of them 
wero killed, and eight captured alivo, after 
which the occupants of some thirty villages 
thew down their arms and tendered their 
allegiance. An attack was made on the same 
day in another direction by the Imperial 
troops, who met with a like success, breakin; 

down all the barriers opposed to them, an 

killing some sixty and more of the enemy, 
besides making nine captr.res, Ata place 
called ,Hiao-hou-tzii-chuang a stand was 
made by the enemy, but the force upon 
the hills rushed down to the aid of the 
attacking force, the barriers were again 
broken down, and some thirty of the insur- 
gents killed, after which some ten or more 
Villages gave up their arms, and the day was 
gained. ‘The Imperial losses in these attacks 
amounted to eight killed and some twenty 

wounded. On the 24th of May the attack 
on the stronghold of Ku Yen-pa was made, 
the troops advancing by the pass at Kua- 
tzii-kou. At this pass barriers had been 
erected by the insurgents, who rolled stones 
down upon theattackingforceand prevented 
their advance ; so a fire was opened upon 
them with heavy guns, which drove them 
back from their barrier into the woods and 
to the mountain tops. ‘Terms were then 
offered to those who would submit, and the 
majority of them tendered their’ submis- 
sion. Lists were made out, and the total 
who thus submitted was found upon lists 
being made out to number over two 
hundred men and women, Their names 
were checked off, and amongst them were 
found the brother of Ku Yen-pa, his uncle, 
his younger brother, and the priest who 
had waited upon the so-called living Bud- 
dha, the infant of Ku Yen-pa, whom he had 
declared was a Buddha,” born when 
the earthquake occurred. These, and 
the infant “Buddha” were sent to the 
provincial capital to be dealt with.

SATURDAY’S YACHT RACE. 


The yacht race on Saturday was another 
great success. ‘The weather was all that 
could be desired—a fine afternoon, with 
the heat of the sun tempered by a nice 
sailing breeze; and eleven yachts com- 
peted. ‘The course was up the river to a 
stake-boat moored in the Seven-mile Reach, 
and back to the starting line, which was 
between the Yuen-fak and the Customs’ 
Signal Station at Pootung. ‘The yachts 
assembled off the Bund shortly before two 
o'clock, and on the fall of the Blue Peter 
they crossed the line in the following 
order, as supplied by Captain Dobio, of 
the Yuensfah —

‘Tho tide was nearly half-flood and the 
wind northerly, a good working breeze, 
though occasionally it fell light and then 
freshened in puffs. All the boats had their 
mainsails fully set and the majority in 
addition used small foresails. With the 
wind and tide in their favour the boats 
were enabled to make the run up without 

ing, but the variation of the wind 
e turns into the various reaches 
necessitated frequent jibing, which, though 
a new feature so far as this year’s races are 
concerned, was invariably skilfully managed 
by the various boats. The Pinafore, Arrow 
and Lillie, passed the Samli before the junks 
off the city were cleared, and the Marion 
and Charm did likewise before the Arsenal 
was reached. The Pinajure was then lead- 
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g, with an advantage of about a couple of 
hundred yards of the Arrow, the Zillie waa 
third, the Marion fourth, Charm fifth, 
Sami sixth, and the others well together 
in the distance. With no other vessels 
to obstruct the view, and all sailing 
pleasantly along with’ their large white 
sails and jibs brightened by tho rays 
of the sun, they looked exceeding 
pretty ; it was a sight, indeed, to pleaso 
the eye, and one which can only now and 
then be produced so effectively, They 
sailed gaily along in the order named until 
the second reach above the Pagoda was 
reached, where the, Charm deprived the 
Marion of fourth place, and the boats in 
the rear singled ont more than they had 
hitherto done, making the picture even 
prettier than it was before. No other 
change took place in the position of 
the first half-dozen boats, and the Pinafore 
rounded the stake-boat two minutes and 
ahalf ahead of the Arrow, the Lillie was 
four minutes after the Arrow, the Charm 
about the same time after the Lillie, the 
Marion one minute after the Charm, and 
the Samti, Woodcock and Snipe all rounded 
within five minutes after the Marion ; 
the others being some distance behind 
we did not take their time, ‘The Pinafore 
here lost the advantage sho had held 
all tho way up, and the Arrow took the 
lead. In a similar manner the Charm 
secured third place fromthe Liltie ; all 
the boats, however, were well together, but 
the conditions of ‘sailing, were materially 
to 





altered. The tide was still running floo 
and with a head wind the boats had 
make short tacks on the Pootung side of 
the river to avoid as much as possible the 
strength of the tide. About a mile from 
the stake-boat, the Fairy, which apparently 
did not start with the intention of com- 
peting in the race, joined the leading boats, 
and shortly afterwards the Charm over- 
hauled the Pinafore, which fell back into 
third place, The ‘three leading boats, 
namely, the Arrow, Charm and Pinafore 
ran away from the others, and at the 
Pagoda it was certain the honours of tho 
race rested between thom. The Charm 
had decidedly the best chance, as sho started 
six minutes after the Arrow and Pinafore, 
and they each had to give her a handicap 
allowance ; therefore barring accidents the 
raco was hers. Opposite the Arsenal tho 
wind, as it usually doesn the evening, died 
sway.” The Arvow maintained a lead of 
about three hundred yards from tho Charm, 
which was about the same distance ahead 
of the Pinafore, and these positions wero 
maintained to the fini: Though the 
Arrow was tho first boat in, the Charm 
was the winner of the race, independent of 
her time allowance.

THE EARTHQUAKE IN MANILA, 

By the Eleano we are in receipt of a file 
of the Manila Comercio to the 24th July, 
‘The paper has been issued wninterruptedly. 
so that business had not been suspended so 
far as the Press was concerned. 

‘The observations taken by the Jesuit 
Fathers at the Municipal Observatory on. 
the 19th July were as. follows :—Shocks 
have continued at intervals, although in 
general of small intensity.’ All were in 
exactly the same direction as the greatest 
oscillation of the first day, and it is notable 





that the greater number of them were 
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almost exclusively of trepidation, with very 
little oscillation. ‘The attention of all taking 
an interest in these studies is called to this 
point, which appears to the Fathers of 
importanee, as will be seon when the rela- 
tion of the phenomenon shall. be published 
in extenso. 

‘The observations of the 20th July are as 
follows :—At 3.40 p.m. there was repetition 
of the earthquake of great force. Duration 
45 seconds. First great oscillation, S.E. 13 
degrees N. to 15 degrees $. Total 
extent, 17 degrees ; 8 degrocs towards the 
W. and 9 dogrees towards the E. Second 
great oscillation, 8.E. 5 degrees N. to N.W. 
4 degrees S. ‘Total extent, 12 degrees; 5 
dogeees to the E. and 7 degrees to the W. 
‘The index of the vertical sismometer was 
moved 2,5 millimetres from its position. 
‘At 10.40 p.m. another strong repetition. 
Direction of the first oscillation, 8.WV. to 
NCE. true; extent,17 deg. ;9 deg. to the S.W. 
and 8 deg. to the N.E. Second oscillation, 
10 dog. from E. to W. true, 5 deg. to the 
HE. and 5 deg. to the W. ; vertical sismo- 
moter, 28 milimetres ; duration, 55 second: 

21at July.—Movements continuo at inter- 
vals, but with a notable diminution in the 

je occurrence and more 
especially in their intensity. ‘The pendulum, 
which had never been still from the 18th 
until threo o'clock this afternoon, has since 
had long periods without movement. 

July 22nd,—The oscillations of the earth 
have become inappreciable. 

July 23rd.—Three small shocks have 
been ‘felt during the twenty-four hours, 
but the pendulum has frequent and pro: 
longed periods of complete stillness. 

On the evening of the 19th the voleano 
of Taal was in a state of great activity, 
throwing out thick clouds of smoke and 
vapour. Our contemporary mentions this 
as a reassuring fact calculated to diminish 
tho tension of the largo masses of sub- 
terranean gases which had been seeking an 
outlet and which had made their power 
felt in the earthquake. 

‘The tower of the Cathedral fell in tho 
shock of the 20th July, but owing to 
the direction in which the fall took place 
tho neighbouring houses did not suffer 
from it, and fortunately there were no 
Personal injuries sustained, except a slight 
wound in the head received by a woman 
from a rebounding piece of rubbish and 
a contusion of the foot received by a 
native who happened to be passing near 
at tho time, ‘Tho same shock brought 
to the ground a number of other build- 
i Tt was felt in great forco on 
tho river, and created a panic amongst the 
numerous families who had taken refuge 
in boats. Owing to the dangerous stato in 
which the tower of the Cathedral had been 
left by the shock of the 18th, it had been 
decided to demolish it at once, and in order 
to avoid giving alarm by the operation a 
notification had been issued apprising the 
public that measures had been taken to 
that end and that the operation would 
cause a groat noise. ‘The shock of the 20th, 
however, saved all further trouble in this 
respect. 

‘By order of the Archbishop, with the 
concurrence of the Captain-General, a 

wublic mass was held in the Campo a 

mbayan at six o'clock on the morni 

of the 22nd to implore the compassion of 
the Almighty and pray for the cessation of 
the terrible visitation of His divine justico. 
Public and private prayers were to be 
offered to the same end in all the churches 
of the see at suitable times. 

in the walls of the city the almost 
total absence of living beings, the darkness 
in which the uninhabited houses are 
shrouded, and the sepulchral silence which 
reigns amidst the ruins, render the aspect 
imposing. 

‘Amongst other important measures taken 
by the Municipal Corporation at a sitting 
on the 2lst, orders were given that the 
necessary steps be taken to prevent the 
price of building materials being raised 
























































more than ten per cent. above the ordinary 
rate, and that the gobernadoreillas of the 
neighbouring provinces be instructed to 
send to the capital mats and reeds for 
provisional structures, and that the Govern- 
ment be requested to remit the Customs 
duties on wood. 

Our contemporary is informed that his 
Excellency the Captain-General has ex- 
pressed to several persons his decided 
opinion that the Government buildings 
and churches which require rebuilding or 
extensive repairs ought to be reconstructed 
on a totally different system, wood and 
iron with roofs of zine being substituted 
for other materials. The City , whi 
was in course of construction, will probably 
be the first building to which the reformed 
system will be applied, the original design 
being varied if necessaty. 

_ It is said that 20,000 tons of galvanised 
iron for the roofs of houses have been 
ordered by wire. 

The business house of Messrs. Peele, 
Hubbell & Co., the lower portion of which 
is occupied by the Hongkong and Shangh 
Bank, id not suffer the slightest 
except to an outhouse. The building is an 
old one. 

On the 2ist the Governor issued an 
address in a Gazette extraordinary, S- 
ing his profound regret that in such critical 
moments many public officers had deserted 
their duty, and requesting them to return 
to them forthwith, pointing out that the 
loving-kindness of God as well as the 
teachings of science gave reason to hope 
for the cessation of the geological phenome- 
non. He exhorts each to do his duty 
in his own sphere, thus assuring the public 
good, and concludes by the expression of 
his confidence that the Divine Providence 
has yet in store for the Philippines clear 
days of prosperity and peace.—Daily Press. 























ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Since my last we have suffered new 
horrors in the shapo of several heavy earth- 
quakes—two as serere as the first one of 
the 18th, and the others not quite so 
heavy—the former finished the rain the 
18th commenced. It is vain pretending 
to give you an exact account of what has 
happened, as the authorities themselves do 
not know full particulars. As far as I can 
learn there is not one building of heavy 
materials that has not suffered severely. 
All the churches without exception have 
been soriously damaged. ‘The approximate 
number of buildings that threaten ruin 
and for the public safety are ordered to 
be demolished, is up to date about 100. 
We tio constantly having alight shocks, 
and although no prognosticating can be 
founded on reliable causes, it appears 
to be the general opinion that we are 
yet to have sad experiences such as the 
it. We pray that we may escape utter 
lemolition aud hope for the best, awaiting 
the will of Divine Providence ‘with fear 
and trembling. The woe-begone, terror- 
stricken countenances one si every 
vide tend but to auyment the individual 
depression. ‘To attempt to console a weaker 
spirit words seem to fail one, and if at the 
moment a slight shock of the earth is felt, 
to putin practice the resignation you point 
out to your fellow-sufferer requires stronger 
minds ‘and braver spirits than the generality 
of us possess. We all feel terrified to 
degree, so that the slightest uoise causes 
us to run—tho nervous system is excited 
to such a pitch. 

Te is dangerous to walk through the 
streets in the town, materials of the build- 
ings hanging as it were by a hai 
buildings leaning over all way: 
imagine. High stone walls cracked, some 
bulging out and some in—balconics sus- 
pended in the mid-air,—window-frames 
just held up at one corner only 
beams of timber pointing out 
incline towards the streets, looking as 
if but a slight puff of wind would send 
them all flying. The panic that has taken 










































possession of all without exception has 
called for some censure in the papers, 
which preach resignation, valour and pre- 
sence of mind—no doubt very good, but 
its cox clamantis en desierto is of no avail ; 
they might address themselves to stone 
statutes. As for saying that the danger is 
exaggerated, this is but'a poor attempt at 
bravado, to say the best of it—if it is said 
for effect, the reverse might occur, and 
to try and delude people into a fancied 
security, events might result that would 
prove fatal to those who were persuaded to 
stay in their houses by the sanguine hopes 
of the Press. The motto for one and all at 
present should be “Hope for the best and 
don’t court danger.” T entirely agree with 
the idea of people leaving the stone houses, 
and if possible never roturning to occupy 
them. It is a singular fact that the owners 
of most of the houses that are let to others 
live in light-made buildings themselves, 

Since my last the news of the breaking 
out of the voleanoes Taal and Bulinau has 
tended to tranquilise our broken spirits ; 
if they continue and develope in steady 
eruption they are our only safety-valyes— 
as yet they only throw out large volumes 
of smoke. 

‘The observations taken at the present 
observatory denote an almost constant 
movement of the earth, although some- 
times hardly perceptible. After the heavy 
shock of the 21st, the sismometric pendu- 
lum has been perfectly quiet for largo 
intervals. The news as to the provinces 
is very depressing ; the lake towns have 
suffered very seriously, with this exception, 
they have suffered slightly in all the re- 
maining part of the Island of Luzon as far 
as telegraphic communication reaches ; 
where this does not reach, it will be some 
time before we have details. 

‘The authorities have done all that is 
possible in every sense. Decrees have 
been published prohibiting the repairing of 
buildings until surveyed by the proper 
authorities ; no tiled roots will be allowed 
to be rebuilt, The pric f materials will 
be restricted solely to a rise of 10 per cent. 
over the prices ruling before tho 17th; 
labour is not to exceed the usual rates ; 
import dues will be suppressed on all 
materials for rebuilding and provisions ; no 
ae dues under the late decree for the 

muilding of the new inner harbour will bo 
imposed until further orders. The sale of 
petroleum is suspended, and no lights 
allowed inside the houses with this oil. ‘The 
Joss now up to the time Lam writing, includ- 
ing the churches and all the State buildings, 
isestimated atover fifteen millions of dollars. 
We have had very heavy rains, all Sunday 
and yesterday, which will add considerably 
to the loss already suffered, as there is not 
one roof in the town that is not leaky. 

‘The surveys made on many of the ruins 
show that in many cases the frameworks 
of many of the roofs wero carelessly put 
together, and many of the walls built by 
simply piling one stone over the other, 
without mortar betweon them and plastored 
over outside. 

‘Thousands of people have yone on board 
the shipping both in the river and bay. 
‘The Manager of the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank and his wife are living in a lighter 
‘on the river, so are many other families like- 
wise.—[A slight shocl: here; and within 60 
yards of me a house that was in a bad state 
has fallen to the ground a total ruin: I hopo 
the local Press will note this, and then not 
continue to suggest that the fear is over- 
exaggerated ; the people were in the lower 
part, but fortunately no one hurt.] The 
rain svitens tho joints of the loosened 

































masonry and will add its mite towards the 
general destruction. It is rumoured that 
the heavy church towers will be blown 





down by Using dynamite ; we trust that no 
further aceidents will be caused by mis- 
management of this powerful agent. I 
have just been to see the tower of the 
St. Augustin Church, and I assure you it 
makes one shudder to look at its huge 
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cracks, right from apex to base, varying in 
width in some places about one foot and 
others an inch; the street beside it is very 
narrow, and one’s blood runs cold to think 
of the havoc it would have made, had it 
fallen on the houses beside it—it stands yet 
its whole height, though most of the other 
towers have come down, and the centre 
domes of some of the churches also. A 
high mass was celebrated in the open air, 
attended by thousands of terrified natives 
and Europeans, all the regiments, and the 
‘whole of the religious corporations being 
present. The Archbishop officiated ; it 
‘was really a most impressive ceremony ; 
after the mass, a short but eloquent sermon 
was preached, the exhortations of the 
preacher touching some of his hearers so 
much as to cause a free flow of tears, and 
some ladies wero carried off the ground in 
a fainting condition, so vividly painted 
were his descriptions of the various calami- 
ties caused by the phenomena we all 
witnessed more or less unfortunately.- It is 
heartrending to see the panic that every 
shock strikes into the hearts of every une, 
where thero is a large family of small 
children—the adultmembers all rushing out 
into the open air, some with one and others 
with two and three children picked up hur- 
riedly by their'clothes, anyhow, and carried 
away into hoped-for safety—the poor wee 
ones crying and ladies shrieking, the men 
unnerved and fearing every step but takes 
them into danger. It is ‘a trial to one’s 
feelings, and the bravest of us seem to lose 
our strength and presence of mind. 

Surrounded on all sides by wreck, rain, 
and desolation, to a thoughtful mind the 
idea of recovering the lost equilibrium, 
both moral and material, seems hardly 
to suggest itself, but on the contrary, an 
involuntary inclination towards looking for 
further disasters makes itself predominant, 
and to prepare for them only gives us 
energy enough to move about and secure 
what little we have left us to save. To leave 
wife and little ones, if but only for 
& short time, is a painful task, and the 
monient one ‘has to spare, you rush back 
to them, only to find terror and fright 
still overpowering them. This makes us 
unfit for our daily duties, and tends to 
incline our thoughts but to the dark side 
of our position, and in utter helplessness 
to await the will of God.

A volcano behind Los Banos tha had 
been extinct for many years past has broken 
out anew and is burning actively—tho 
pueblos at its base have all been evacuated, 
the majority of the inhabitants taking to the 
lake. Issincerely hope I have given you 
the last of the horrors we aro surrounded 
by, and trust my next will be more satis- 
factory information. I cannot close with- 
out saying that from the Governor-General 
down, all the authorities have done every- 
thing’ that could be expected under such 
painful circumstances, and we all trust 
the energetic measures he has initiated 
will be followed with others equally so, in 
everything tending to the general weal and 
safety.—China Mail Cor.

Besides, 
liquidation would give Mr. Knight time to 
get the money he hoped to get, and then 
if he were successful I could make all 
the local creditors in connection with it a 
reasonable offer.

It 
couli not be said, therefore, that there was 
no evidence that the creditors, at least suine 
of them representing a large portion of the 
liabilities, did not desire liquidation in prefer- 
ence to bankruptey. With reference to the 
point of his learned friend that there were 
hardly any sssets, he sulanitted that, takin 
into account the furniture and the admitt

His Lonpsute bad no doubt they could got 
over that difliculty. He als» menti 
a debtor under liquidation had considerable 
advantages over a debtor in baukruptey, 
Tu liquidation he could sometimes get through 
iu a hop, skip and a jump, whereay in 
bankruptey he had to go aloug a little more 
leisurely. 

Mr, Warszwstont explained that the 
Tiquidation proceedings were commeuced be- 
fore the debtor's summons was issued, and 
argued that it would result in tho beuelit of 
the creditors if the debto:

By Rule 260'of the Bank- 
ruptey Rules, the Court may at auy time 
after the presentatiou of a petition for liquid 
tion restrain farther proceediogs in auy 
bankruptey petition, or other leyal process 
against the debtor, aud the Court may ab 
any time after the ‘presentation of the peti- 
tion appoiut a receiver or manager of the 
property or Lusiuess of the debtor. Then 
sub-section 12 of section 125 of the above Act 
provides that if it appears to the Court on 
satisfactory evidence that the liquidation by 
arrangement cannot in consequeuce of legal 
dliticulties, or of there being no trustee for the 
time being, or for auy other sufficient cause 
proceed without injustice or undue delay to 
the creditors of to the debtor, the Court may 
asijudge the debtor a banicrupt, and proveed- 
ings may be had accordingly.

If uecessary, 
Teould amply sustain this statement from the 
old records of this Court, Not content with 
the extraordinary judicial powera vested in 
Consals, they have in many cases usarped 
the functions of the Legislature in order 
to accomplish their purposes, and their 
victims bave found it easier to endure

An inguest was held at Pootung on Thurs- 
day, 5th inst., to investigate the circumstances 
atiending the death of George MacAlpine, 
Iate second officer of the C.M.S.N. Co.’s 
steamer Fuyew, whose body was found in the 
river that morning. 

After evidence had been given as to the 
finding of the body, 

Janes Howsxt,' deposed—I am a British 
subject and Inspector of the River Police. I 
first heard of the finding of the body from 
‘Mr, Ford at the Hulk, who reported the body 
of a foreigner lying on the ‘Messrs, 

1d and Swire’s upper wl 
le Wilgaar to take charge of it. He 
brought it down to the Pootung jetty. I did 
not see the body till 12 ‘elogk Goustable 
‘Wilganr gave me a letter, which he found 
on the body, 

TaENs TyaENsEN Wizcaar, deposed—L am 
a Gorman subject and a constable in the River 
Police Force. I went by Inspector Howell’s 
diroctions to take charge of the body. I found 
it close to the French Bund at Butterfield & 
Swire’s Wharf. It had on boots, a white 
flannel shirt, worsted stockings, white pants, 
and a white coat. I brought the hody to the 
Church jetty hore. I saw a Chinaman take 
out of the pockets letter, a small piece 
of lead pencil, and a pocket handkerchief. I 
only saw a scatch on the nose, and one, I 
believe, on the left cheek, 

Janes Jounsox, deposed—I am a doctor 
of medicine. In compliance with instructions 
from the British Court I held an examination 
this afternoon on the body now shown to the 
Jury. It is the body of a middle-aged man, 
atrongly built, and muscular-looking. It 
did not present the appearance of heing 
decomposed. Tt seemed fresh except that the 
face and the root of the neck were livid and 
swollen. The nostrils aud mouth we 
with frothy mucus. The stomach was very 
much distended with water. There were no 
marks of external violence on any part of the 
body except a slight abrasion about the 
middlo of the nose and at the side, which was 
quite superficial. From the appearances 
prosonted I am of opinion that death resulted 
from drowning. 

By a Jarot.—The abrasion did not seem
